Giscard U rges Deétente, World Aid

WASHINGTON, May 18 (THT).

Senate Panel Approves Pact

Israelis Kill 
A Youth in 
Jerusalem 
Disorders

JERUSALEM. May 18 (NYT).— 
Israeli border police, menaced by 


. a crowd of stone-throwing dem- 


onstrators in the walled Old city 
of Jerusalem, opened fire today. 
killing a 21-year-old Arab and 
raising tension throughout the 
former Jordanian sector of the 
city. 

After the victim's funeral this 
afternoon. ab angry crowd of 
demonstrators blockaded one of 
the gates to the Old City and 
flew a Palestinian flag on top of 
the walls. The police broxe up 
the demonstrations with riot 
clubs and tear gas. 

The death was the third 11 
three days and the 9th in the 
last four months among West 
Bank Arabs, who have becn 
demonstrating intermittently 
since November against the con- 
tinued Israeli occupation. 

The incident occurred 28 pres- 
sure mounted for Isrneli forces to 
use nonlethal riot measures to 
coutrol the demonstrations. which 
show every sign of continuing. 

Other Methods Urged 

Davar, the Labor party news~ 
paper, argued in its main editorial 
that new techniques had to be 
ceveloped to insure that “squeez- 
ing the trigger is not the sole 
reaction available to a soldier 
under attack, Other ways of 
quelling disturbances must and 
can be found.” 

Haaretz, the leading indepen- 
dent paper, concurred, but the 
conservative papers Maariv and 
Yediot Aharonot both placed a 
sbare of responsibility on the 
demonstrators. “There is no 
cause for pangs of conscience in 
Asreel," Maariv said. 

Army sources said that a wide 
variety of dispersal methods were 
under urgent consideration. τὰ 
addition to. tear gas, which was 
used to mo avail today, these 
include such items as electric 
shock batous and rubber bullets. 

Beyond -new equipment, the 
military authorities on the West. 
Bank are determined to do more 
to prevent demonstrations from 
erupting. into rioting through 
curfews and other preventive 
techniques. 

Political Settlement 

“This is a problem that is ob- 
viously going to be with us for 
some time,” an officer observed. 
“We'll have to find new and more 
effective ways of dealing with it.” 

The only really effective solu- 
tion, most Israelis agree. would be 
ἃ political settlement that would 
resolve the future status of the 
area. Nothing of the kind is on 
the horizon, however, and in the - 
interim, the Israeli Army is now 
faced with a new drain. on its 
manpower and resources. 

The main riot-control respon- 
sibility falls on the shoulders of 
the paramilitary border police, 
which wes originally designed to 
protect Israel’s frontier settie~ 
ments from infiltration and sab- 
otege attacks. The task has 
proven too much on the West 
Bank, however, and additional 
army unites have been called in. 

Most οἱ these have no train- 
ing in riot control and thus are 
inclined to panie when faced with 
an angry and violent mob. In 
addition, in the present tense at- 
mosphere on the West Bank, 
every Israeli soldier driving in a 
jeep ar truck becomes a potential 
target.

Ford, Carter Surpass Reagan in Corporate Campaign Gifts 


favorite to win the Democratia 
nomination, has reccived more 
corporate money than Mr. Rea- 
gan, but the bulk of 10 did not 
come in until April, when Mr. 
Carter established himself as the 
front-runner. Nearly half of his 
contributions of this type have 
come from two milk-industry 
groups. 

This is the first presidential 
election. in which corporate po- 
ditical action committees have 
operated on any scale, following 
clearance by the Federal Elec- 
tion Commission last year, and 
the amounts they are feeding 
into the primary campaign re- 
main relatively smell. 

The corporate, professional and 
trade association committees taat 
wish to register their support of 
Presidential candidates have only 
a few months leff. After the 
national nominating conventions 
this summer, the entire cost of 
the general election will be paid 
by federal subsidy and no more 
private contributions will be per- 
mitted, 

So far this year, according to 
the candidates’ own reports, Mr. 
Ford has received $95200 from 
such committees, Mr. Carter 
$15,700 and, Mr. Reagan $13,600. 
Mr. Carter has also received §4.800 
from political action committees 
Sponsored by organized labor. 

Mr, Carter got no corporate 
committee money. in February, 
about $5,300 in March but $11,300 
in April as his prospects of win- 
ning the- nomination began to 
climb. (Most candidates did not 
begin reporting action-committiee 
contributions separately until 
February.) ᾿ 

Collection System 

Political action committees, both 
corporate and union, collect vol- 
untary contributions from ex- 
écutives, stockholders and mem- 
bers and then parcel out the 
money to candidates favored by 
management or labor. 

The operating costs of these 
committees are pald out of 
corporate or union assets, Un- 
er the Corrupt Practices Act, 
“such money cannot be donated 
directly to a candidate, party or 
Political committee, 

‘The corporate committees that 
have given to both Mr. Ford and 
My. Reagan have all favored the 
President. The Chevron Commit- 
tee for Political Participation, an 
arm of the Standard Oil Co. of 
California, gave $600 to Mr, Ford 
and $200 to Myx, Reagan.

Damson Plums—the Wild and Bitter Fruit 


ENERALIZATIONS are dan- 

gerous, 50 I will ayoid making 
the sweeping statement, “The 
bitterest fruits Coen best 
presarves.”' Yet not ago, in 
this space, I discussed the delicacy 
of crab-apple jelly, and now I 


᾿ find myself confronted with the 


richness of damsen plum pre~ 
serves, made, like the jelly, from 
a fruit too tart to eat fresh, but 
delicious when married with 
enough sugar and cooked in one 
guise or another, including that 
of damson pie. 


Damson preserves (which, inci- 
dentally, graced Thomas Jeffer- 
son's tabie regularly) sound old- 
fashioned nowadays, when modern 
marketing is rapidly getting rid 
of all the cherished foods (crab- 
apple jelly included} derived from 
fruits not cultivated en masse 
with an eye to the supermarket, 
«But let us admit that even be- 
fore supermarkets, damson pre- 
serves were usually homemade). 

Damson plums are sometimes 
cultivated, but are perhaps often- 
er gathered wild. As for the 
damson's close cousin, the bul- 
lace, so far as I know, it is al- 


: ways gathered wild. 


Our most respected reference 
books do not know what these 
two fruits are, or, more exactly, 
they do not succeed in telling 
them apart. Several give the 
same scientific name for both, 
while others describe the bullace 
as a Wild damson or the damzon 
as 8. cultivated bullace: Take 
your choice, 


‘One might have thought that’ 


our learned mentors would have 
suspected that they were dealing 
with two different fruits when 
they set down on paper, without 
boggling, sometimes in the same 
sentence, two facts about what 


they consider a single fruit which 
contradict each other. They tell 


Us that the damson was intro-- 


duced to the ancient world from 
Damascus thence its name) and, 
in the same breath, that bullace 
μι have been found in the 
kitchen middens of prehistoric 
Swiss lake dwellings. If you hold 
that the damson-buliace is one 
fruit, which originated in the 
region of Damascus but was found 
in Switzerland centuries earlier, 
you are arguing that this fruit 
antedated itself. 

The account of the origin of 
the damson comes from Pliny, 
who called it the prunus damas- 
cena and wrote that it was 
“named from Damascus in Syria.” 
The damson is still Prunus da- 
mascena today (despite the con- 
trary assertions of some reference 
books), and the bullace is Prunus 
insititia. One might wonder 
whether modern. taxonomists 
fastened on the right phim when 
they echoed Pliny’s nomenclature, 
but it would be my guess that 
they did. The damson ripens 
about six weeks before the bul- 
lace, which suggests that it form- 
ed its growing habits in a mild 
climate—lke the region of Da- 
mascus. The two must have had 
@ common ancestor somewhere, 
but it would seem likely that the 
bullace, long before Damascus 
existed (although it is possibly 
the world’s oldest continuously 
inhabited city), had already as- 
serled its individuality and had 
adapted itself to a climate colder 
than that of the Middle East— 
Switzerland, for instance. 

The bullace is a small, round 
plum, larger than the sloe and 
smaller than the damson. [t is 
not quite as hard and bitter as 
the sloe, but still sharp enough 
so that it is usually not picked 


until after a good frost or two 
has taken the edge off its acidity 
(ike the persimmon, which has 
been calied America’s closest ap- 
proach to the plum, though it is 
still a far ery from it), The bul- 
Jace is hardly ever planted, even 
in England, where it is most 
honored, but wild trees are reg- 
ularly picked, especially those of 
the black bullace, a iavorite 
variety. Bullaces are purple, ex- 
cept for the shepherd's bullace, 
which is @ greenish-yellow, and 
is now very rare, in danger of 
disappearing completely. (“Bul- 
lace” also means the hardened 
latex of several American tropical 
trees.) 

‘The damson is richer and sweet— 
er than the bullace, but still tart 
enough so that few persons at- 
tempt to eat it fresh: but cooked, 
it is much prized. Damsons run 
to oval shapes, some of them 
resembling figs. The English 
Lake District claims to grow the 
best damsons, but the Shrop- 
shire damson, an old variety,

The damson grows in France, 
but very little attention is paid 
to it there. and apparently it 
does not exist at all in Germany. 
It is cultivated in the eastern 
United States, but so far as I 
Know does not grow west of the 
Rockles, woless some homesick 
‘Yankees have planted a few 
individual trees for their personal 
delectation. England is the big 
damson country, where this phim 
is often cultivated as well as 
gathered, and gives the country 
one of its typical dishes—damson 
cheese, actually a sort of paste, 
reduced to cheese-like consistency 
by being boiled down to a con~ 
centrated state. 

The damson is credited with 
having laxative qualities, a rep- 
utation which goes back at least 
as far as to the School of Sa- 
Jerno, when Italy must still have 
been eating damsons. In a jingle 
which cites other foods as well, 
this quality is mentioned in pass- 
ing:

In effect, foreign banks 
would be treated as stdte-charter- 
ed members of the Federal Re- 
serve System. 

The subcommittee also modifi- 
ed a provision dealing with the 
boards of directors of U.S. af- 
filiates of foreign banks, As 
originally drafted, no more than 
one-third could be foreigners, but 
this may now be waived by the 
controller of the currency to the 
extent that foreigners may hold 
positions under 50 per cent. 

The size of foreign banks sub- 
Ject to the bill was raised to 51 
billion from $500 million, but this 
was said to have no present 
practical effect since all those 
operating in this country now 
have assets of at least $1 vil- 
lion. 

Left unchanged was a provi- 
sion that foreign banks be pro- 
hibited from engaging in none 
banking activities in this coun- 
tvy. However, those activities 
that were engased in as of 
Dec, 3: 1974—the date of in- 
troduction of legistation origin- 
ally proposed by the Federa) Re- 
servé—could be continued through 
the end of 1985.

YORE—With publication 
of Spiro Aghew's novel about 
the tribulations of a fictional vice- 
president of the United States 
and Jebn Ehriichman’s novel 
abut ἃ brilliant White House as- 
sistant to a president suffering 
from phlebitis, America entered 
its golden age of 
literary politi- 
cians, 

These works 
were followed - 
closely by George 
Meany’s sensitive 
and moving “Far 
Whem the Hlec- 
toral Bell To’ 
the story of an 
aging president of 
the AFL-CIO who 
saves the nation 
from a disastrous reduction in 
military spending by blowing up 
a Democratic convention, and by 
Abe Beame's beautiful “Farewell 
to Schoolmarms.” the tale of a 
sbort New York mayor whose love 
for 1,700 schoolteachers is forever 
‘doomed when a bucget deficit 
forces him to lose them 311 on 8 
voyage across the East River. 

Aesthetically, neither the Meany 
nor the Beame novel matched the 
stylistic mastery of Agnew’s, least 
of all in their handling of the 
obligatory sex passages. Agnew's 
virtuosity empowered him to deal 
with sex in metaphors of water, 
timepieces and banking trausac- 
tions, as in the line: “.., the 
current flowed faster and before 
the clock had moved 20 minutes, 
she was carried in crashing waves 
over the falls and deposited in the 
tranquil pool of slaked desire.” 

The absence of comparabie 
erctic passages in the Meany and 
Beame novels probably accounted 
for their lack of popular success 
and movie sales. Thus, when 
Henry Kissinger offered his pub- 
Isher “Remembrance of Flings 
Past." his seven-yolume novel 
about a brilliant persecuted secre- 
tary of state with a German ac- 
cent, it was sent back with in~ 
structions for Kissinger to “put 
more sex into it." 

The result was the famous 
sleeping-bag scene, set in the 
aisle of a giant government jet 
at 85.000 feet as it speeds over the 
Indian Ocean on a mission to 
prevent a dangerous shift in the 
balance of power. “Did you feel 
the earth move?” she asked, “It 
was not the earth moving, little 
one, It was the balance of power 
shifting,” be said, “Tell me again 
about the great Metternich,” she 
begged. 

Kissinger's success was followed 
almest immediately by Ronald 
Reagan's blockbuster, “Maws,” the
